must be completed the coming spring." 


This deci- ion being evidently intended 


as final, it was so received by the com 
luittces present, who, with tho exprcs 
sion of many regrets that they could no' 
prevail on Dr. Talmago to comply will 
the requests they had set before him. 
withdrew repealing their assurances o 
their continued good will and express 
mg the hope that on his way home h> 
might see hi- way clear to favor them.

by tho poHtlon nnd opportunities secured to 
them in America, I h»ve yet to name an ini- 
(Kirtant item which is both a condition and a 
imirk of their improvement. This is tho fact 
of their o* or increasing tendency to associated 
action. 


Tlio social instinct U stronger in human 


nature, but it does not attain its best results 
\\ ithout st udy amtyhilf discipline. 


Tho women's clubs which aro springing up 


all over the country are marks of this study 
and discipline. I know of many of them, 
and I do not know of ono which does not 
keep in \ iow serious nnd worthy objects. 
Tho feeling of sisterhood which naturally 
grows out of club intercourse among women 
tends to put out of sight tho inordinate am- 
bitions ol tho few, and tlio self distrusting 
passivity of the many. 


In tho club it is soon found that one wo- 


man cannot do everything. All must help, 
and tasks are constantly found which give 
scope to tuo activity of each and all. 
A gen- 


erous uud far reaching sympathy tends inoro 
and more to lake the place of fantastic aims 
and illusory relations. 


The women's clubs are, as I soe them, the 


sign and suul of tho advance of woman in 
health, in sound life, and in rational enjoy- 
ment and service.—Julia Ward Howe in 
Huston Globe. 


7itnss!uliusctT3 Town itncro "rs. Dtono was 
brought up, she found all the women and 
girls making shirts for tho Young Men's Edu- 
cational society. The boys must go to school, 
but who thought of tho girls) Tho boys could 
earn a dollar a day, thu girls a dollar a week, 
when they taught school, and Mrs. Btone 
dropped her thimble, reasoning very justly 
that tho boys could look out for themselves. 
When Harriet Hosmcr wanted instruction in 
anatomy to help her in sculpture, she went 
from medical college to medical college 
throughout tho east, and wandered as far as 
St. Louis before any school agreed to take 
her in. 


"Sho doctors" was tho pleasant little term 


applied to tho first woman who practiced 
niedicino. When Abby Kelly went on the 
lecture platform to s[«ak for the slave, o 
preacher, who noticed her in his audience, 
took as his text: "This Jezebel is coming 
among us," and when Lucy Stone was to 
speak for anti-slavery in Muldon, Mass., the 
clergyman who announced the address did it 
after tills wiso: "I have boon requested by 
Mr. Morcy to say that ut tho Town hall, at 3 
o'clock this afternoon, a hen will try to crow 
liko a cock. All who would like to hear that 
kind of music will no doubt bo on baud." It 
Is duubtf ul if the younger women ever can 
appreciate through what martyrdom the 
right to free speech and free action has been 
nought for them, but otio comas nearest to 
such understanding when listening to one like 
Mrs. Ktonc, to whom tho past is still present 
In mind and vividly real. 


Woman'* flair. 


How many black haired women do you 


know? If you take the trouble to count, you 
will find that, out of ten women you meet, 
nine will have blonde hair of some shade, and 
tho tenth will possess dark brown rather than 
black.

Anothei method his been added to those 


heretofoi o proposed to pi event the burning 
of cotton w hen couv ej ed m vcssjls The safe- 
guard now brought forw ard consists m wrap 
ping each bale of cotton in wire gauze instead 
of the usual covering of jute bagging 
It has 


been, it is claimed, subjected to all kinds of 
tests, including hooks and compression, and 
has proved itself in all i espects equal to jute 
bagging, which it does not exceed in cost 
The pimciple involved is that the flame will 
not pass through very small boles, according 
to the well known construction of the Davy 
safety lamp 
Cotton packed in the hold of a 


vessel will, when once on fire, burn more or 
less slowly for weeks, even when the hold « 
flooded with sea water, and when removed 
the cotton will burst into flames, burning 
fiei cely and destructively Cotton bales have 
even been known to float, blazing away 
when thrown overboard after being taken 
from a burning vessel. In this cose the cot- 
ton became heated almost to tb.8 charring 
point by the long continued flre close by 
But while such wire cloth might stand a con- 
siderable degree of heat for some time, sooner 
or later the metal will oxidize and fall to 
pieces. It is suggested, therefore, that jute 
bagging might be treated with silicate of 
soda or some fire proofing "water glass" to 
render the fabric non-inflammable.--
